Objecting to remarks made at 
last week's selectmen's meeting 
by Chairman Frank Hagerty, 9s 
Published in newspaper accounts 


‘Auguatus Walker and Mrs, Marion 
Boylen, signed a statement which 
clarifies their position regarding 
‘the dump, 

‘The third member, Vinal Lewis, 
abstained trom signing. 

‘The Board of Health statement 
follows 

‘The newspaper reports of « 
week ago state that Frank Huger- 
ty flew into a tizzy over the Board. 
of Health's request for an addi- 
tional $3,000 to extend the town 
dump contract at the Canelas 
farm, Mr. Hagerty was reported 
‘as saying that the Board of Health 
has been “throwing the town's 
money away"-and “has foolishly 
tried to get land fil dump into 
operation.” Mr, Hagerty also ta: 
ted that “the town should take a 
3-5 year contract with Canelas and 
Chat under such circumstances the 
town could get a contract for 
%6,500-$7,000 a -yoar, compared to 
‘the present cost of $10,000 a year: 

‘The most direct way of anewer- 
Ing these accusations and showing 
that it is Mr. Hagerty who Is 
“foolish” in wanting a long term 
contract fs to explain what the 
Board of Health is trying to do, 
jand why. 

For some time the Town has 
‘been in poor position with respect 
to its public dumping facilities. At 
prosent the town dump 1s loosted 
Jat MacDonald Road, at the Canclas 
pig farm, Although Mr, Canslas $s 
running his qump to the satisfac 
‘tion of the Board of Health, the 
operation suffers from « number 
following should be mentioned: 

(2) The>dump is one of the 
“open faced” type with daily burn- 
ing. Thie type of operation is not 
desirable for a town of Wilming- 
ton's size and growth rate since 
kt ia Impossible to prevent smoke 
and odors from polluting the air. 

(2) The dump is expensive: the 
cost this year waus $10,000, a 
which the Boar of Health 
‘ex little as Mr. Hagerty. However 
tle not the lown which sets the 
rote, it Ix Mr, Canelas, and as long 
tax: he Deis the only ‘the town 
ia forced to pay, he aska. 

In remedying this situation, the 
Board of Health's approach has 
bbeen two fold, With respect to the 
cont it Is obvious thet. the town 
fs In the best position when two 
Independent sites are available 
‘and the owners bid against each 
lother for the contract, This not 
only insures a low price bub also 
‘means that the owner (who will no 
longer have a monopoly on the 
‘dump) will be more apt to cooper- 
ate with town officials, 

‘The second consideration of the 
Board of Heaith was to obtain the 
‘best possible type of dump for the 
town. After thorough fhvestigation 
the board was unanimous in its 
opinion that a sanitary land fill 
dump under the strict control of 

je Board of Health was clearly 

¢ best. No burning Is permitted 
In this kind of dump. The rubbish 
fs placed in trenches which are 
covered with fill at the end of 
each day. Buch a dump 1s not 
nulmnce even to the closest abut- 
tora and Is often used as a means 
of filling and reclaiming undestr- 
able land, Projects Ike this 
been successful In many towns 
‘and could. be successful in Wil- 
‘ington. 

Shortly after coming to these 
conclusions the board was approa- 
ched by Mr. Spinazola, owner of 
the Blue Hox Farm in South Wil- 
mington on the question of setting 
up a dump in this area. From the 
start Mr. Spinazola agreed to run 
the dump as a sanitary land Oil 
under strict control of the Board 
of Health. The proposed contract 
also gave more protection to the 


town than does the Canelas con-

tract, because Spindzola had the 
necessary equipment, (and  atill 
does; trucks, bulldozer and two 
shovels) ‘and fil! already in his, 
property, and becouse his site waa 
lange enough to permit the dump- 
tng of some out of town rubbish 
he was able to offer the town a 
price of $4,000 a year for the town 
dump.

‘on the expiration of Canelas’ coo 
tract June 30, 1968, It is at this 
point that as Mr. Hagerty sornice- 
meone started kicking 
around. The ¢yente are 
not clear, but it appears thet foly 
Jowing things happened: 

(1) Spinazola/did not apply tor 
is. bond and Hability insyrance unr 
til sometime in June even though 
the bond and insurance were ex- 
ceptionally large. 

(2) Although Mt. Spinazola. was 
able to get the required’ bond 
(Mr. Hagerty notwithstanding) he 
was unable to secute the Mubjlity 
insurance as required by the town 
before the expiration of Canclas’ 
contract. Since the Spinezala dump 
‘would save the town a considerable 
amount of money it was worth- 
while to wait before signing the 
contract with Cattalas in the hope 
that Spinazola would et the nec- 
emary insurance. 

‘When he failed to do so by June 
190 the board was forosd to extend 
Canclas' license for the rest of 
the year at his price of $9,000.
